Handling AC adapter, power cord, cradle

Due to the size and capabilities 
of this Toshiba Pocket PC, you can keep your most important business and personal 
information up-to-date and close at hand. Microsoft® ActiveSync® increases the power 
of your Toshiba Pocket PC by allowing you to synchronize the information on your 
desktop or laptop computer with your Toshiba Pocket PC. Picture yourself in the 
following situations: 


Æ While walking with a colleague, your cellular phone rings and your manager asks 
if you two are free this afternoon for an emergency meeting. While your colleague 
fumbles through his paper organizer, you press a button on your Toshiba Pocket 
PC and instantly see a list of today’s appointments and meetings. You are quickly 
able to tell your manager your available times. For more information on 
scheduling appointments and meetings, see Chapter 4. 


Æ You're meeting your friends tonight for dinner and a movie. You download the 
latest movie information from the Internet to your computer and then synchronize 
it with your Toshiba Pocket PC.

Power Button 


The power button turns the unit and the front light on and off. 


Power button When the power is off When the power is on 
Press it for some time. The power turns on. The front light alternately 
turns on/off. 
Press it quickly. The power turns on. The power turns off. 
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Battery Switch and Battery Switch Lock 


The battery switch supplies/cuts off the battery power to the Toshiba Pocket PC. 


The setting of this switch at shipment is “stop”. When using the Toshiba Pocket PC for 
the first time, slide this switch to the right (the “supply” side) with the stylus. This 
switch should be on the “supply” side. 


The battery switch lock secures the battery switch to the “supply” side. 


Set the battery switch from the “supply” side to the “stop” side while sliding the battery 
switch lock to the “release” side with the stylus.

Alarm Lamp LED 


The alarm lamp indicates the machine condition. 


Flashing orange When the preset alarm time, which was set through 
Calendar or Tasks, goes off, the lamp starts flashing. 


Steady orange Indicates charging of the built-in battery. 

Flashing yellow The built-in battery charging process is stopped due to 
the ambient temperature being too high or low. 
Charge the built-in battery in an ambient temperature 
of approx. 41°F to 95°F. 


Steady green Indicates full charge of the built-in battery. 
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How to Use the Stylus

The stylus is used for menu selection or data input on the touch-screen of the Toshiba 
Pocket PC. 


Æ Tap: Touch the screen once with the stylus to open items and select options. 


Æ Drag: Hold the stylus on the screen and drag it across to select text and images. 
Drag in a list to select multiple items. 

ŒE Tap and hold: Tap and hold the stylus on an item to see a list of actions 
available for that item. On the pop-up menu that appears, tap the action you want 
to perform. 


When you operate the touch screen of the Toshiba Pocket PC, use the supplied 
stylus. 


If the tip of the stylus is damaged, do not use it. If you operate the touch screen with a 
damaged stylus or a ballpoint pen, the touch screen may be damaged. 


When the stylus is damaged, please purchase a new one. 


About the Cursor Button

You can move a cursor (selection display) on the screen by pressing the upper, lower, 
right or left part of the cursor button. 


You can select a program to launch by pressing the center part of the cursor button. 


The cursor movement is different depending on the screen. When the cursor is at the 
right or the left side of the screen, it may not move. 
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Battery Charging 


A built-in battery is installed in the Toshiba Pocket PC. When using the Toshiba 
Pocket PC for the first time, set the battery switch to the supply side, and then charge 
the built-in battery with the supplied AC adapter. 


How to Charge the Battery 
You can use two charging methods. 
When you connect the AC adapter and the Toshiba Pocket PC, turn the unit off. 


1. Connect the supplied AC adapter and the cradle as shown in the figure below, 
and then insert the Toshiba Pocket PC into the cradle. 


2. Connect the supplied AC adapter and the Toshiba Pocket PC as shown in the 
figure below. 
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O For charging the built-in battery, maintain an ambient temperature from approx. 41°F 
J to 95°F. 
When the lamp is lit in orange during the built-in battery charging, you can use the 
Toshiba Pocket PC. 


When the built-in battery is completely charged, the LED alarm lamp color will change 
to green. 


How to Prolong Battery Life 


Æ Use the Toshiba Pocket PC with the AC adapter. 


When you use the Toshiba Pocket PC under the following conditions, the power 
consumption will be large. Please use the AC adapter when: 


The Toshiba Pocket PC is operated while connected to your computer. 


The Toshiba Pocket PC is operated with storage card or with any other 
optional equipment. 

Æ Select the short power-off time in the setting menu. This will shorten the time the 
unit will remain on if not used. For more information, see “Customize Your 
Toshiba Pocket PC” in Chapter 2. 

E Turn off the front light. 


Æ Set the screen brightness to power saving mode. Also shorten the light turn-off 
time. For more information, see “Customize Your Toshiba Pocket PC” in Chapter 
2. 


E Use the Toshiba Pocket PC with an ambient temperature between 59°F and 
77°F. This temperature range is the most effective for the built-in battery. 


When you use the Toshiba Pocket PC in high or low temperature 
environments, the operable time is shortened due to the decrease of the 
built-in battery capacity. 


Battery Life 


The built-in battery has a limited life. Repeated charging/discharging of the built-in 
battery gradually decreases operable time. When the operable time has been 
extremely shortened, it is time to replace the built-in battery with a new one. 


Æ Do not leave the Toshiba Pocket PC in a place of high or low temperature. It may 
shorten battery life. 
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Battery Charge Level and Stored Data Protection 
If the battery charge level becomes extremely low, or is completely discharged, the 
memory data stored in the Toshiba Pocket PC will be deleted. 


When the low battery status icon or the alarm message appears, immediately connect 
the AC adapter to the Toshiba Pocket PC and charge the built-in battery. 


Æ The built-in battery gradually discharges even if the device is not being used. 
When the Toshiba Pocket PC is left for a long time, the built-in battery of the 
Toshiba Pocket PC may completely discharge. 


E Itis recommended to save the Toshiba Pocket PC’s memory data to your 
computer or to a storage card. 


Æ The manufacturer is not responsible for data change or clearance due to battery 
discharge. Please acknowledge that. 


Initial Setup 


When using the Toshiba Pocket PC for the first time, carry out initial setup according 
to the procedures below after a built-in battery has been charged. 


1. Press the power button to turn the power on. The Welcome screen appears. Tap 
the screen to start the following setup. 


2. Execute touch screen correction. 


When the align screen appears, tap the center of the cross target with the stylus. 
The next target position changes upon tapping the target. Five taps completes 
the positioning correction. The screen then changes to the Stylus screen. 


If a finger or any other object touches the screen during correction, the 
correction will be cancelled. Repeat the correction procedure. 


3. Read how to use the stylus. 
Read and understand the stylus operation, and then tap NEXT. 


1 For more information on stylus operation, see “How to Use the Stylus” in Chapter 2. 


4. Learn the pop-up menu operation. 
Read the on-screen explanation and then follow the instructions. 


Display the pop-up menu, and cut and paste the data according to the screen 
instructions. 


After you finish the paste operation, this stage is completed. Tap NEXT. 
5. Set the ZONE. 


When tapping the right Y mark, the city and the time zone lists appear. Tap 
the desired city and time zone. 


When the setup is completed, tap NEXT. 
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6. To complete the initial setup. 
When the Complete screen appears, the initial setup is completed. 
After tapping the screen, you can use the Toshiba Pocket PC. 


l When you tap the Complete screen, the Today screen appears. For more information 
on the Today screen, see “Today screen” in Chapter 2. 


Setup Method of Options 


Method of Setting Card into CF Card Slot 


To insert a card: 
1. Turn off the power. 
2. Open the card cover. 


3. Insert the CF card confirming the direction of the card. Line up the side grooves 
of the card and the groove edge of the card slot. 


Insert the card smoothly and completely. 
When the card is inserted, the power turns on. 
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To remove a card: 

1. Turn off the power. 

2. Open the card cover. 

3. Hold the protruding edge of the card, and then pull the card straight out. 
When the card is removed, the power turns on. 


Method of Setting Card into SD Card Slot

To insert a card: 
1. Turn off the power. 
2. Open the card cover. 


3. Insert the card with its contact surface (metal contact surface) facing the back of 
the Toshiba Pocket PC. 
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To remove a card: 
1. Turn off the power. 
2. Open the card cover. 


3. Lightly press down the card until a clicking sound is heard. The card will pop out 


slightly from the slot. 
4. Pull the card straight up to remove. 


When storage cards are inserted in both the CF and SD card slots, one of them may 
only be accessible depending on the application or the Settings operation (typically, 


the first storage card inserted is accessed). 
Typical examples: 
- Notes of Pocket Outlook 


- Saving the destination selection of the Options item of the Tools menu of Pocket 


Word 
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To connect Remote Control-Fitted Earphone Microphone 


You can listen to the sound output from your Toshiba Pocket PC by connecting the 
optional remote control-fitted earphone microphone. 


Insert the optional remote control-fitted earphone plug into the stereo headphone jack 
as shown in the figure below. 


I Use the specified remote control-fitted earphone. If you use a different type of 
earphone, it may malfunction. 


The connectable pin size of the headphone/earphone is a 3.5 mm mini plug type. 


Connecting to a Computer 


Before connecting your Toshiba Pocket PC to a computer, check the following. 
Æ ActiveSync has been installed on your desktop. (See Chapter 3.) 
Æ The Toshiba Pocket PC and the computer are both turned off. 


The position of connecting port on the computer may differ according to the 
computer type. 
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To Connect Using The Supplied USB Cradle: 
1. Connect the USB cradle to your computer as shown in the illustration below. 


2. Insert the Toshiba Pocket PC into the USB cradle. 


Make sure that the connector on the cradle is inserted into the port on the 
bottom of the Toshiba Pocket PC. Data cannot be transferred if the 
connection is not made. 


When your Toshiba Pocket PC is properly inserted into the cradle, your 
Toshiba Pocket PC will turn on and ActiveSync will open. 
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To connect using an optional serial cradle:

You can switch from one program to another by selecting it from the [2] menu. (You 
can customize which programs you see on this menu. For information, see “Adjusting 
Settings,” later in this chapter.) To access programs not listed on the drop down menu, 
tap [2%], Programs, then the program name. 

You can also switch to certain programs by pressing a program button. Your Toshiba 
Pocket PC has 5 program buttons located on the front or the side of the Toshiba 
Pocket PC.

Write neatly. 

Write on the lines and draw descenders below the line. Write the cross of the “t 
and apostrophes below the top line so that they are not confused with the word 
above. Write periods and commas above the line. 

For better recognition, try increasing the zoom level to 300% using the Tools 
menu. 

Write the letters of a word closely and leave big gaps between words so that the 
Toshiba Pocket PC can easily tell where words begin and end. 

Hyphenated words, foreign words that use special characters such as accents, 
and some punctuation cannot be converted. 

If you add writing to a word to change it (such as changing a “3” to an “8”) after 
you attempt to recognize the word, the writing you add will not be included if you 
attempt to recognize the writing again. 
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Drawing on the Screen 


You can draw on the screen in the same way that you write on the screen. The 
difference between writing and drawing on the screen is how you select items and 
how they can be edited. For example, selected drawings can be resized, while writing 
cannot.

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Recording a Message 


In any program where you can write or draw on the screen, you can also quickly 
capture thoughts, reminders, and phone numbers by recording a message. In 
Calendar, Tasks, and Contacts, you can include a recording in the Notes tab. In the 
Notes program, you can either create a stand-alone recording or include a recording 
in a written note. If you want to include the recording in a note, open the note first. In 
the Inbox program, you can add a recording to an e-mail message. 


To create a recording: 

1. Hold your Toshiba Pocket PC’s microphone near your mouth or other source of 
sound. 

2. Press and hold the Record button on your Toshiba Pocket PC until you hear a 
beep. 

3. While holding down the Record button, make your recording. 


To stop recording, release the Record button. Two beeps will sound. The new 
recording appears in the note list or as an embedded icon.

Programs added to your Toshiba Pocket PC at the factory are stored in ROM (read- 
only memory). You cannot remove this software, and you'll never accidentally lose 
ROM contents. ROM programs can be updated using special installation programs 
with a *.xip extension. All other programs and data files added to your Toshiba Pocket 
PC after factory installation are stored in RAM (random access memory). 


You can install any program created for your Toshiba Pocket PC, as long as your 
Toshiba Pocket PC has enough memory. The most popular place to find software for 
your Toshiba Pocket PC is on the Toshiba Pocket PC Web site 
(http://www.microsoft.com/mobile/pocketpc). 


If you update ROM programs using special installation programs with a *.xip 
extension, do not use the backup data which you made before updating ROM 
programs.

Microsoft ActiveSync 


Using Microsoft® ActiveSync®, you can synchronize the information on your computer 
with the information on your Toshiba Pocket PC. Synchronization compares the data 

on your Toshiba Pocket PC with your computer and updates both computers with the 
most recent information. For example: 


Keep Pocket Outlook data up-to-date by synchronizing your Toshiba Pocket PC 
with Microsoft Outlook data on your computer. 

Æ Synchronize Microsoft Word and Microsoft Excel files between your Toshiba 
Pocket PC and computer. Your files are automatically converted to the correct 


format. 
| By default, ActiveSync does not automatically synchronize all types of information. 
Use ActiveSync options to turn synchronization on and off for specific information 
types. 


With ActiveSync, you can also: 
Æ Back up and restore your Toshiba Pocket PC data. 


Æ Copy (rather than synchronize) files between your Toshiba Pocket PC and 
computer. 


Æ Control when synchronization occurs by selecting a synchronization mode. For 
example, you can synchronize continually while connected to your computer or 
only when you choose the synchronize command. 


Æ Select which information types are synchronized and control how much data is 
synchronized. For example, you can choose how many weeks of past 
appointments you want synchronized. 

Before you begin synchronization, install ActiveSync on your computer from the 


Toshiba Pocket PC Companion CD. For more information on installing ActiveSync, 
see your Quick Start card. ActiveSync is already installed on your Toshiba Pocket PC. 
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After installation is complete, the ActiveSync Setup Wizard helps you connect your 
Toshiba Pocket PC to your computer, set up a partnership so you can synchronize 
information between your Toshiba Pocket PC and your computer, and customize your 
synchronization settings. Your first synchronization process will automatically begin 
when you finish using the wizard. 


After your first synchronization, take a look at Calendar, Contacts, and Tasks on your 
Toshiba Pocket PC. You'll notice that information you've stored in Microsoft Outlook 
on your computer has been copied to your Toshiba Pocket PC and you didn’t have to 
type a word. Disconnect your Toshiba Pocket PC from your computer and you're 
ready to go! 


Once you have set up ActiveSync and completed the first synchronization process, 
you can initiate synchronization from your Toshiba Pocket PC. To switch to ActiveSync 
on your Toshiba Pocket PC, tapē], and then tap ActiveSync. 


Note that if you have a wireless LAN card, you can synchronize remotely from your 
Toshiba Pocket PC.

Microsoft Pocket Outlook 


Microsoft® Pocket Outlook includes Calendar, Contacts, Tasks, Inbox, and Notes. You 
can use these programs individually or together. For example, e-mail addresses 
stored in Contacts can be used to address e-mail messages in Inbox. 


Using ActiveSync®, you can synchronize information in Microsoft Outlook or Microsoft 
Exchange on your computer with your Toshiba Pocket PC. You can also synchronize 
this information directly with a Microsoft Exchange server. Each time you synchronize, 
ActiveSync compares the changes you made on your Toshiba Pocket PC and 
computer or server and updates both computers with the latest information. For 
information on using ActiveSync, see ActiveSync Help on the computer. 


You can switch to any of these programs by tapping them on the [=] menu. 
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Calendar: Scheduling Appointments and Meetings 


Use Calendar to schedule appointments, including meetings and other events. You 
can check your appointments in one of several views (Agenda, Day, Week, Month, 
and Year) and easily switch views by tapping one of the 5 view icons at the bottom of 
the screen or by pressing the Calendar Program (button #1 on front of Toshiba Pocket

Æ Send and receive e-mail messages by connecting directly to an e-mail server 
through an Internet service provider (ISP) or a network. 
Synchronizing E-mail Messages 


E-mail messages can be synchronized as part of the general synchronization 
process. You will need to enable Inbox synchronization in ActiveSync. For information 
on enabling Inbox synchronization, see ActiveSync Help on the computer. 


During synchronization: 
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MM Messages are copied from the mail folders of Exchange or Outlook on your 
computer to the ActiveSync folder in Inbox on your Toshiba Pocket PC. By 
default, you will receive messages from the past five days only, the first 100 lines 
of each message, and file attachments of less than 100 KB in size. 


E E-mail messages in the Outbox folder on your Toshiba Pocket PC are transferred 
to Exchange or Outlook, and then sent from those programs.

Connecting Directly to an E-mail Server 


In addition to synchronizing e-mail messages with your computer, you can send and 
receive e-mail messages by connecting to an e-mail server using a modem or your 
wireless phone connected to your Toshiba Pocket PC. You'll need to set up a remote 
connection to a network or an ISP, and a connection to your e-mail server. For more 
information, see Chapter 7. 


When you connect to the e-mail server, new messages are downloaded to the 
Toshiba Pocket PC Inbox folder, messages in the Toshiba Pocket PC Outbox folder 
are sent, and messages that have been deleted on the e-mail server are removed 
from the Toshiba Pocket PC Inbox folder. 


Messages that you receive directly from an e-mail server are linked to your e-mail 
server rather than your computer. When you delete a message on your Toshiba 
Pocket PC, it is also deleted from the e-mail server the next time you connect based 
on the settings you selected in ActiveSync. 


You can work online or offline. When working online, you read and respond to 
messages while connected to the e-mail server. Messages are sent as soon as you 
tap Send, which saves space on your Toshiba Pocket PC. 

When working offline, once you've downloaded new message headers or partial 
messages, you can disconnect from the e-mail server and then decide which 
messages to download completely. The next time you connect, Inbox downloads the 
complete messages you've marked for retrieval and sends the messages you've 
composed.

Managing E-mail Messages and Folders 


By default, messages are displayed in one of five folders for each service you have 
created: Inbox, Deleted Items, Drafts, Outbox, and Sent Items. The Deleted Items 
folder contains messages that have been deleted on the Toshiba Pocket PC. The 
behavior of the Deleted and Sent Items folders depends on the options you have 
chosen. In the message list, tap Tools and then Options. On the Message tab, select 
your options. 
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If you want to organize messages into additional folders, tap Tools, and then Manage 
Folders to create new folders. To move a message to another folder, in the message 
list, tap and hold the message and then tap Move to on the pop-up menu. 


Folder behavior with a direct connection to an e-mail 
server 


The behavior of the folders you create depends on whether you are using ActiveSync, 
POP3, or IMAP4: 


E |f you use ActiveSync, e-mail messages in the Inbox folder in Outlook will 
automatically be synchronized with your Toshiba Pocket PC. You can select to 
synchronize additional folders by designating them for ActiveSync. The folders 
you create and the messages you move will then be mirrored on the server. For 
example, if you move two messages from the Inbox folder to a folder named 
Family, and you have designated Family for synchronization, the server creates a 
copy of the Family folder and copies the messages into that folder. You can then 
read the messages while away from your computer. 


E Ifyou use POP3 and you move e-mail messages to a folder you created, the link 
is broken between the messages on the Toshiba Pocket PC and their copies on 
the mail server. The next time you connect, the mail server will see that the 
messages are missing from the Toshiba Pocket PC Inbox and delete them from 
the server. This prevents you from having duplicate copies of a message, but it 
also means that you will no longer have access to messages that you move to 
folders created from anywhere except the Toshiba Pocket PC. 

EŒ Ifyou use IMAP4, the folders you create and the e-mail messages you move are 
mirrored on the server. Therefore, messages are available to you anytime you 
connect to your mail server, whether it is from your Toshiba Pocket PC or 
computer. This synchronization of folders occurs whenever you connect to your 
mail server, create new folders, or rename/delete folders when connected.

Companion Programs 


The companion programs consist of Microsoft® Pocket Word, Microsoft® Pocket 
Excel, Windows Media™ Player for Toshiba Pocket PC, and Microsoft® Reader. 


To switch to a companion program on your Toshiba Pocket PC, tap Programs on the 
menu, and then tap the program name. 


Pocket Word 


Pocket Word works with Microsoft Word on your computer to give you easy access to 
copies of your documents. You can create new documents on your Toshiba Pocket 
PC, or you can copy documents from your computer to your Toshiba Pocket PC. 
Synchronize documents between your computer and your Toshiba Pocket PC so that 
you have the most up-to-date content in both locations. 


Use Pocket Word to create documents, such as letters, meeting minutes, and trip 
reports. To create a new file, tap, Programs, Pocket Word, and then New. A blank 
document appears. Or, if you’ve selected a template for new documents in the 
Options dialog box, that template appears with appropriate text and formatting 
already provided. You can open only one document at a time; when you open a 
second document, you'll be asked to save the first. You can save a document you 
create or edit in a variety of formats, including Word (.doc), Pocket Word (.psw), Rich 
Text Format (.rtf), and Plain Text (.txt). 
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Pocket Word contains a list of the files stored on your Toshiba Pocket PC. Tap a file in 
the list to open it. To delete, make copies of, and send files, tap and hold a file in the 
list. Then, select the appropriate action on the pop-up menu.

A blank 
spreadsheet appears. Or, if you’ve selected a template for new spreadsheets in the 
Options dialog box, that template appears with appropriate text and formatting 
already provided. You can open only one file at a time; when you open a second file, 
you'll be asked to save the first. You can save a spreadsheet you create or edit ina 
variety of formats, including Pocket Excel (.pxl) and Excel (.xIs).

Enter 
the word you want to search for, and tap the desired Find option. Reader 
highlights found text on the page. To close Find, tap outside the box. To return to 
your original page, tap the title and then tap Return on the pop-up menu.

Removing a Book

Unless you mark the favorite link as a mobile favorite, only the link will 
be downloaded to your Toshiba Pocket PC, and you will need to connect to your ISP 
or network to view the content.

If you are using Microsoft Internet Explorer 5.0 or later on your computer, you can 
download mobile favorites to your Toshiba Pocket PC. Synchronize the web content 
of your mobile favorites downloads your Toshiba Pocket PC so that you can view 
pages while you are disconnected from your ISP and computer. 


Use the Internet Explorer plug-in installed with ActiveSync to create mobile favorites 
quickly. 


To create a mobile favorite:

Æ Connect to your network. Once connected, you can send and receive e-mail

The communication software for creating an ISP 
connection is already installed on your Toshiba Pocket PC. Your service provider 
will provide software needed to install other services, such as paging and fax 
services. If this is the method you want to use, see “Connect to the Internet” later 
in this chapter. 


Æ Connect to the network at your company or organization where you work. Once 
connected, you can send and receive e-mail messages by using Inbox, view Web 
or WAP pages by using Pocket Internet Explorer, and synchronize with your 
computer. If this is the method you want to use, see “Connect to Work” later in 
this chapter. 


Æ Connect to your computer to synchronize remotely. Once connected, you can 
synchronize information such as your Pocket Outlook information. If this is the 
method you want to use, see ActiveSync Help on your computer or Connections 
Help on the Toshiba Pocket PC. 
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Getting Connected 


Transfer Items Using Infrared 


Using infrared (IR), you can send and receive information, such as contacts and 
appointments, between two devices. 


To send information: 


1. Switch to the program where you created the item you want to send and locate 
the item in the list. 
2. Align the IR ports so that they are unobstructed and within a close range. 


3. Tap and hold the item, and tap Beam Item on the pop-up menu. 


You can also send items, but not folders, from File Explorer. Tap and hold the item you 
want to send, and then tap Beam File on the pop-up menu. 


To receive information: 


1. Align the IR ports so that they are unobstructed and within a close range. 


2. Have the owner of the other device send the information to you. Your Toshiba 
Pocket PC will automatically receive it.

You can connect to your ISP, and use the connection to send and receive e-mail 
messages and view Web or WAP pages. 


You can connect to work in one of two ways: 


Æ Create a modem connection. If this is the method you want to use, see “To create 
a modem connection to an ISP.” 


Æ Use an Ethernet card and a net tap to connect to the network. If this is the 
method you want to use, see “To create an Ethernet connection to an ISP.” 


To create a modem connection to an ISP:

Enter the access phone number, and tap Next. 

Select other desired options, and tap Finish. 

In the Dialing Locations tab, specify your current location and phone type (most 
phone lines are tone). These settings will apply to all connections you create.

Instead, 
you must purchase and configure an Ethernet card that is compatible with your 
Toshiba Pocket PC.

The first time you insert the card, Network Settings will appear automatically so 
that you can configure the ethernet card. Most networks use DHCQ, so you 
should not have to change these settings unless your network administrator 
instructs you to do so. Tap OK. (If it does not appear or to change settings later, 
tap [2] and then Settings. In the Connections tab, tap Network, tap the adapter 
you want to change, and then tap Properties.) 


Connect the Ethernet card to the network by using a network cable. For 
information, see your owner's manual. 


Tap [22], Settings, Connections tab, and then Connections. From the My 
network card connects to list, select Internet. 
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To start the connection, simply start using one of the programs listed in the preceding 
section. Once connected, you can perform the same activities as listed in the 
preceding section.

If you have access to a network at work, you can send e-mail messages, view intranet 
pages, synchronize your Toshiba Pocket PC, and possibly access the Internet. You 
can connect to work in one of two ways:

Moving an Application Icon into Another Tab

You can make a backup of the Toshiba Pocket PC data in an SD memory card or a 
Compactflash (CF) card. If you have backed up your data on an SD or Compactflash 
card, you can restore that data in your Toshiba Pocket PC. You can also delete 
backup file data from the storage card. Periodical data backup is recommended. 


Data of the following three types can be backed up: 

E File: Includes a file created by Pocket Word, Pocket Excel, Notes, etc. or an 
additionally installed program and so on. 

Æ Registry: Setting information on Windows CE or Built-in Program. 

ŒE Database: Database information of Microsoft Pocket Outlook. 

Data on password and so on from the setup menu cannot be restored. When 


attempting to make, restore or delete a backup, connect an AC adapter to the Toshiba 
Pocket PC before operation. 


If you update ROM programs using special installation programs with a *.xip 
extension, do not use the backup data which you made before updating ROM 
programs.
